in which the first electrode plate is formed as a doped section of the semiconductor substrate in a trench wall, after "and a layer made 
of polysilicon", was not properly indicated. The amendment filed 01-30-06 has not been entered. Applicant must present an 
amendment relative to the claims prior to the amendments filed 01-30-06, and 1 1-08-05, which comply with US 37 CFR 1.121. The 
examiner has attempted to point out all instances of non-compliance. However, possibly not all instances of non-compUance are 
indicated. Applicant is required to carefiiUy inspect fixture amendments for full compUance with US 37 CFR 1,121. See 37 CFR
